ample supply of the circulating medium 
there is no such thing as overproduc- 
tion, except, pcssibjy, the overproduc- 
tion of men credulous enough to accept 
this makeshift excuse for faiso economic 
policies and unreasoning greed.—Boston 
Globe.

AT THIC FIRST COSGRKGATIONAL 


CIIUIJCH YKSTKKDA'V. 


His Reasons Why Citizens Should Be 


Thankful. 


Gov. Greenhalge yesterday 
practised 


what he preached in his Thanksgiving 
proclamation. 


In tho First Congregational church in 


the presence of 
a congregation that 


crowded the large edifice and surrounded 
by a number of clergymen ha delivered an 
address on "Tha Citizen and Thauks- 
uiving." 


The large platform was draped with the 


American flag and profusely decorated 
with pinks, chrysanthemums and ever- 
greens. 


Rev. Dr. Seymour opened the service 


and Rev. G. C. Wright read scripture. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. J. M. Greene, 
D. D., and Kov. C. U. Hall of tfie Central 
M. E. church spoke on "The Christian 
and Thanksgiving." 


Kov. .Dr. Seymour then introduced the 


governor, who said in substance: 


"You have heard the subject assigned 


upon which a few words are expected from 
me. Tou remember also the subject as- 
signed to the preceding speaker, 
upon 


which he lias made so forcible and elo- 
quent an address; but I declare that I do 
not see any practical difference between 
the 'two subjects, "The 
Christian 
and 


Thanksgiving" and "The' Citizen and 
Thanksgiving." 
It seems to mo .my 


friends, that the two topics are Identical, 
or, if they are not, they ought to be; that 
the Christian ought to be a citizen, and 
the citizen ought to be a. Christian. 
If we 


view the practical work of the Christian, 
we shall find him doing practical substan- 
tial work as a citizen. If we find the citi- 
zen doing his full duty to the Common- 
wealth, not by loud proclamations, but in 
real active work, we shall find the citizen 
prominent iu the work of the church. So 
I say, we ought to bo thankful to realize 
the Indissoluble bond, the unmistakable 
identity between the Christian and the 
citizen. 


We have a right to be thankful in the 


first place here, my friends, for this beau- 
tiful day. I do not imagine that because 
one day ont of three hundred sixty-five 
and one-fourth was set apart by the 
Pil- 


grim Fathers, that they meant the other 
three hundred sixty-four and 
one-fourth 


should be given up to repining, to com- 
plaint, to fault finding and to criticism 
and censure, and yet it must be remem- 
bered when we find so many who are 
eager to criticise throughout the year.that 
some people are never really happy unless 
they have an opportunity to find fault 
with something or other. As the gloomy 
members of the ancient colony sometimes 
missed God's smile to catch his frown, so 
it is that for the great part of the year 
the ninety-five per cent, of good is lost 
sight of and the five per cent, of failure 
and evil unduly and disproportionately 
magnified. 
So it may be well, my friends, 


to come here on this holy day and take an 
account.of sto_ck and see If the fault-find- 
ers are justified, and if it is not true that 
we who with full hearts return thanks to 
Almighty God are justified in our actions. 


I say we are bound to return thanks, in 


the first place, for this, God's day, 'with its 
sunshine and Us beauty. 
Why, it seems 


as if autumn in all her robes of loveliness 
were pausing to deliver a sweet farewell, 
while winter, clad in icy mall like a firim 
knight, still had courtesy enough to allow 
her to pass away forever, and we get the 
beauty of autumn with scarcely a sugges- 
tion of the winter that is at hand. "Sol 
say, even in this outward manifestation of 
the beauty of the Lord, we arecalled upon 
for gratitude. 


And then the fathers believed in pub- 


licly 
cominc 
together 
and rendering 


thanks to tho Almighty Father for the 
mercleslwhich he had given and for the 
misfortunes which he had spared them. 


As Massachusetts. kneels today in her- 


robes of splendor and majesty, she does It 
not in the spirit of the Pharisee, thanking 
God she Is not as others are; she kneels 
there with all the traditional grandeur 
about her, and with the jewels" of Atlanta 
just won, and yet not In a spirit of vain 
glory, not in a spirit of pride or boastful- 
ness, but in tho spirit of devout thankful- 
ness to the God of the fathers, who has 
been with the children as He was with 
them. 


This is a Christian commonwealth.

HOW TO DRTKCT GRIP. 


Ton Mar Tall From the Appearance «f 


Yonr Tongue it You [lava It. 


A» tho season for the grip Is approach- 


ing lc is interesting to know of a discovery 
recently made by an English physician by 
which any one may tell whether or not lie 
has boeu attacked by tho malady. Tho 
physician la Dr. John Terry, resident med- 
ical officer of the Royal Surrey County 
hospital. 


Dr. Terry has discovered that in tho 


early acute stngo of the disease the tongue 
is covered, ns a rule, with whitish or gray- 
ish fur. 
This layer may bo so thin that! 


the pink substance of. the tongue shows 
through It. 
Tho characteristic fenturci, 


however, of the disease is tho presence of 
dark purplish red spots or elevations scat- 
tered all over tho tongue. Theso spots aro 
rather larger than a piuhead. At the back 
of the tongue there aro several largo eleva- 
tions, varying In size from that of a pin's 
head to a split pea or even largor. 
When 


the tongue is coated with white fur, tho 
red spots produce an appearance known as 
tho white strawberry tonguo. 
When tboro 


is no fur, the appearance is more like a red 
strawberry. 


At a later stage these red spots turn Into 


pinkish, white, jollylike dots. 
In ohronio 


cases whon tho patient has got through 
the worst of it tho tonguo still shows quite 
characteristic signs. It is usually of. a 
deep rod or purplish color, Is fairly clear 
or sometimes slightly covered with a gray- 
ish or brownish fur. The purple spots aro 
noJonger to be seen, their plaoo being 
taken by transparent white dots, which 
are rather larger than those of the earlier 
rtnges. 


This order of changes ir.i tho appoarnnco 


of the tongue is not always tho shine in 
every patient. The purplish spots may 
remain throughout, but In the majority of 
cases the description holds good. In every 
case of grip, however, one or other of tho 
conditions of tho tonguo is present. Bo- 
lides those changes In the tonguo* small 
•white dots may bo seen on tbe mucous 
moznbrano of tho lips and cheeks.

tion, except, possibly, tho overproduc- 
tion of men credulous enough to accept 
this makeshift esonse for false economic 
policies and unreasoning greed.—Boston 
Globe.

recently made by au English physician hy 
•which any one may tell whpfcher or not ho 
has been attacked by the malady. Tho 
physician i:j Dr. John Terry, resident med- 
ical officer of the Royal Surrey Connty 
hospital. 


Dr. Terry lias discovered that In tho 


early acute stage ot tho disease tho tongue 
is covered, as a ru]o, with whitish or gray- 
ish fur. 
This layer may he so thin than 


the pink euustnnco of the tongue shows 
through it. 
Tho characteristic featuro, 


however, of the disease is the presence of 
dark purplish rod spots or elevations scat- 
tered all over tho tongue. These spots are 
rather larger than apiuhend. At tho back 
of the tongue there are several largo olova- 
tlons, varying in size from that of a pin'fl 
head to a split pea or even larger. 
When 


the tongue is coated with white fur, tho 
red spots produce an appearance known na 
tho white strawberry tongue. 
When there 


is no fur, the appearance is more like a red 
strawberry. 


At o later stage those red spots tnrn into 


pinkish, white, jollylika dots. 
In ohronio 


cases when the patient has got through 
the worst of it tho tonguo still shows quite 
characteristic signs. It is usually of a 
deep rod or purplish color, is fairly clear 
or sometimes slightly covered with a gray- 
ish cr brownish fur. The purple spots are 
no-longer to be seen, their placo being 
taken hy transparent white dots, which 
are rather larger than those of the earlier 
stages. 


This order of changes In tho appearance 


of the tongue Is not always tho same in 
every patient. Tho purplish spots may 
remain throughout;, but in the majority of 
cases the description holds good. In every 
case of grip, however, one or other of tho 
conditions of tho tonguo is present. 
Be- 


iides those changes in the tonguo "small 
white dots may be aeon on the mucous 
membrane of tho lips and cheeks.

throat ia usually found to bo dry and red. 
As the patient gets better tho spots or 
vesicles become less and less pronounced, 
and finally when ho Is well they completely 
disappear. . ".

CA1IBHDIGE, Mass., Nov. 29.—Professor 


Ira N. Hollis of Harvard university, and 
formerly chief engineer of t.he United 
States navy, was seen last night In regard 
to his statements relative to the present 
condition of the navy. He said: 


"To say that the present condition, of 


the navy is a disgrace to this country is a 
pretty sweeping remark for a man to 
make. What I mean Ss that judging from 
.the navy reports I consider certain things 
In tho department a disgrace to the navy. 
Secretary Herbert is making u plea for 
the half of the navy that does not need it, 
really the men of the line, while the engi- 
neer corps, which needs building up, are 
neglected. 
" "Just look In Chief Engineer Melville's 
reports. They have constantly been re- 
ducing the engineer service. Just after 
the war wa had ships that cost $250,000, 
with $75,000 worth of machinery. Now 
we have ships costing $3,000,000, aud thu 
machinery costing $1,000,000, aud yet tho 
engineer corps, instead of having: been In- 
creased, has been reduced. As the engi- 
neer's reports show, over and over again 
tho corps is iuadequate in numbers. Sev- 
eral years ago a slight collision occurred 
(the Baltimore), which was directly trace- 
able to lack of sufficient engineer officers. 


'From, my own personal experience, und 


". was 19 years la tiho service, I cin corrob- 
••fl-ate the testimony of .the cugineer-in- 
chief. The navy is now run by a cliqut 
of the men of tho lluu in Washington. I 
and many others have felt called upon to 
resign on account of tho way the en- 
gineer corps were treated. I deeply regret 
thu condition in which tho navy nppeari 
to be today, but I honestly think that in 
case of war we would find ourselves Bolt 
to useless on tho water.''
